Sectional offices were filled by the nomi- 
nation of Professor R. S. Woodworth, Co- 
lumbia University, New York, as vice- 
president for the ensuing year and of Pro- 
fessor Roland B. Dixon as member of the 
sectional committee to serve five years. 
These nominations were later approved by 
the association in general committee.
